AN INTRODUCTION TO 


BRITISH COMICS 





Cut a collector of British comics and you will find 
nostalgia flowing in his veins: the memory of a 
scene, or a certain character, or the excellence of 
an anonyrnous artist are all spurs that will turn a 
reader into a collector. Traditionally, British comics 
have been aimed at a young audience up to the age 
of fourteen, and the influence of comics in those 
formative years is incalculable; that such 
disposable ephemera would be of any interest to 
you after that age (or whatever age you gave up 
reading comics, after all, it's kid's stuff, isn't it?) is 
difficult to imagine, yet the past few years have 
seen a change towards comics and to comic 
collecting. 

A combination of events have given the public a 
greater awareness of comics: the arrival of graphic 
novels such as The Dark Knight Returns (1986) 
and Watchmen (1988), neither of which were 
available through general retailers in their original 
formats, caused a stir in the British media. Comics, 
it was said, were not necessarily ‘kid's stuff’ any 
longer, and the publicity machine which rolled in 
their wake spotlighted the adult direction comics 
can take. The emphasis was on the very differences 
between recent titles such as Crisis and Revolver 
and the traditional British comic, yet the collecting 
of the latter also took an upswing around the same 
time, probably due to the interest in, and the 
coverage given to, the anniversaries of The Dandy, 
The Beano and Eagle in that period (1987-90). For 
a change these comics received a great deal of 
serious attention in the press, where comics only 
seem to be mentioned when they are the target of 
some pressure group trying to get them banned for 
promoting violence and sado-masochism. 

^ history of British comics would require a book 
in itself. an albeit short but representative history 
by Lew Stringer appeared in The Comics Journal 
122, June 1988 (an issue which covered many 
aspects of British comics). Rather than repeat the 
information available there, this introduction will 
try to cover some of the various collectable aspects 
of British comics. 

The direction of collecting has changed greatly 
over the years. There will always be the hard-core 
of fans who will collect the comics they read as a 
child, but as time marches on, comics published 
early in the century drift into obscurity, the realm of 
sts and completists. The British Golden 
з" comics of the thirties, with the advent of the 












the Amalgamated Press such as Comic Cuts, 
Illustrated Chips and Puck still attract collectors 
The thirties also saw the first photogra 
in the shape of Mickey Mouse Weekly (1936) and 
the birth of The Dandy (1937) and The Beano 
(1938), Pre-war comics such as these are very rare 
and probably command the highest prices of all 
British comics; who can tell how many copies were 
pulped during the wartime when paper was at a 
premium, 

Perhaps the greatest nostalgia generator of 
them all appeared in 1950 to herald the arrival of 
the ‘Silver Age’ — Eagle, The brainchild of Marcus 
Morris and artist Frank Hampson, Eagle introduced 














“ап Dare’ in its first issue. Hampson's perfectionist 
attitude to the strip assured Dare a place in the 
history books as Britain's most fondly remembered 
hero. His other strips were drawn with the same 
loving care for detail, making them equally 
collectable. 

Hampson spearheads the group of artists whose 
every page is collected rather than specific 
characters they may have worked on, although (as 
with Hampson) they may be remembered for one 
strip above all others. In this group would be such 
artists as Frank Bellamy whose work for Eagle 
included biographical strips such as "Тһе Happy 
Warrior’ (Winston Churchill) and ‘Montgomery of 
Alamein’, adventure strips ‘Fraser of Africa’ and 
‘Heros the Spartan’, and ‘Dan Dare’ himself 
Bellamy also did numerous other notable strips 
such as ‘Thunderbirds’ in TV Century 21 and 
‘Garth’ in the Daily Mirror newspaper. 

Don Lawrence is best remembered for ‘The Rise 
and Fall of the Trigan Empire’ which first appeared 
in Ranger and later in the educational weekly Look 
and Learn. His earlier work on ‘Olac the Gladiator’ 
in Tiger and 'Karl the Viking' in Lion continue to 
prove popular, particularly in Europe where 
Lawrence has chronicled the adventures of ‘Storm’ 
for the past fourteen years. 

Ron Embleton's career ranged from the one-off 
comics of the late forties, through classic strips 
such as ‘Wrath of the Gods’ in Boys’ World and 
"Wulf the Briton’ in Express Weekly, ‘Stingray’ and 
‘Captain Scarlet’ in TV Century 21, all the way to 
"Оһ Wicked Wanda’ and ‘Sweet Chastity’ in 
Penthouse 

Also in the group of particularly collected artists 
would be the classic artists of the early days such 
as Tom Browne, Percy Cocking, Bertie Brown and 
Roy Wilson; the artists who made D.C. Thomson's 
comics amongst the most widely read by children, 
Dudley D. Watkins, Paddy Brennan and the stars of 
the fifties funny strips, Leo Baxendale and Ken 
Reid; the great adventure artists of Amalgamated 
Press, Eric Parker, H.M. Brock, Hugh McNeil, Derek 
Eyles, and later Joe Colquhoun and Denis 
McLoughlin, The traditional anonymity of British 
comics has meant that many names are still 
unknown, and the use of European and South 
American artists (amongst the most notable being 
Hugo Pratt, Jesus Blasco, Alberto Breccia, Esteban 
Maroto, Enric Sio and Solano Lopez) via agencies 
has further complicated the issue of who did which 
strip. The re-introduction of credits in 2000AD has 
led to greater interest in the artists themselves, and 
the work of Brian Bolland, Dave Gibbons, Simon 
Bisley and others who have found work and wider 
recognition in America, have built up followers in 
great numbers 

Nostalgia isn't limited to the comics 
themselves, Film, radio and TV have all created 
memorable characters which have made the 
translation into strip form. Film Fun, Radio Fun 
and later TV Comic all plundered their respective 
media for inspiration and not only for particular 
characters: the artists and actors themselves were 
often the heroes of the strips, ranging from Harold 








Lloyd (under the guise of Winkle’) to Big Daddy (the 
wrestler). Most of the characters starred in humour 
strips, but adventure strips based on TV shows are 
particularly sought after. The Gerry Anderson 
puppet shows inspired their own comic in TV 
Century 21, whilst The Avengers, The Man From 
U.N.C.L.E., Danger Man and many others continue 
to grow in popularity long after their respective 
shows have ceased production. Dr Who has had 
one of the longest and varied careers in British 
comics and still appears today. 

One area in which British and American comics 
have differed greatly is in the genre of the 
costumed superhero. Whilst the heroes and 
supergroups have crossed the Atlantic, notable in 
the Power Comics of the sixties, Smash, Pow! 
Terrific and Fantastic, and via the British end of 
Marvel Comics, there have been few home-grown 
successes. The earliest weekly costumed hero was 
"The Amazing Mr X' in Dandy 1944, although there 
had been occasional short lived strips earlier, an 
example being William Ward's macabre, Batman 
inspired, "Тһе Bat’ who appeared in Thrill Comics 
and Extra Fun in 1940. The most successful was 
Marvelman, produced by Mick Anglo's Gower 
Street Studios between 1954 and 1963, although 
he was a derivative of the American character 
Captain Marvel. ‘Marvelman’ was revived in 1982 
in Warrior with writer Alan Moore at the helm 
Moore was also writing ‘Captain Britain’ for Marvel 
UK (at various times in Marvel Super-Heroes, The 
Daredevils and The Mighty World of Marvel), 
another strip which had American origins, albeit 
that it was created and originally written and 
drawn by Americans for the British market, Both 
characters subsequently made successful moves 10 
America in Miracleman and Excalibur. 

The British comic at its conception was 
designed for adults, using the strips to caricature 
and satirize popular figures of the time, yet it is 
now predominantly a form of children's 
entertainment, That doesn't mean that adult comics 
ceased to exist, for in the early seventies there was 
a thriving underground movement led by Cyclops 
Nasty Tales, Cozmic Comix and the many other 
comix that were published by the Ar-Zak group. 
These and the adult orientated comics that 
followed, such as Graphixus, Near Myths and 
more recently Knockabout, nurtured the talents of 
many new ar , amongst them Brian Bolland 
Dave Gibbons, Bryan Talbot and Hunt Emerson. 

Also aimed at the more adult end of the market 
(with varying degrees of success) were the 
independents which sprung up in the recent past. 
These have been helped by the distribution services 
and specialist shops which have grown up around 
the comics industry. Amongst the more notable 
titles to appear in the past ten years were 
Deadface from Harrier, Redfox and The 
Adventures of Luther Arkwright from Valkyrie 
and the graphic novel Violent Cases from Escape. 
The Fast Fiction group published and distributed 
numerous small-press comics, whilst the 
(admittedly patchy) growth of the graphic novel led 
to more appearances of comics in regular retail
